Rival War Camp. 

Ramifications of the sugar tariff 
fight being conducted outside the halls 
of congress gave the committee 
busy two hours late this 
With Senator Ransdell, 
as the chief witness, members of the 
investigating committee pried into ev- 
ery phase of the fight between the 
free sugar and anti-free sugar forces; 
and established the fact that general 
offices are maintained by both fac 
tions, and that a systematic and or- 
ganized fight has been carried on for 
and against the free sugar provision 
indorsed by President Wilson. 

The activity of the sugar tariff 
forces was partially responsible for 
President Whilson’s statement that 
powerful lobbying influences are at 
work in Washington to effect changes 
in the tariff bill. Several names were 
added today to the list of persons wno 
are being subpoenaed by the senate 
‘committee, and who will testify Sat- 
urday as to whether or not they are 
“lobbyists.” These included employees 
of a bureau maintained here by the 
Louisiana Sugar growers, and various 
persons who have been connected with 
the anti-free sugar fight, 

Activity of Sugar Growers, 

Senator Ransdell discussed freely 
the organized activity of the Louisl- 
ana Sugar Cane growers, but he be- 
lieved little money had been spent, 
as compared with the amount spent 
by Claus Spreckels, the Federal Sugar 
Refining company, and Frank C. Low- 
ry, of New York, said to be an em- 
ployee of that company, in the at- 
tempts to create a public sentiment 
in favor of free sugar.

YOUNG GIRL OFFERED 
DETECTIVE BY MOTHER 


Officers Making Investigation 
for Men and Religion Find 
No Evidences of Police 
Corruption. 


In the employ of the Men and Re- 
Ngion Forward Movement. a squad of 
Burns detectives for an entire month 
investigated vice conditions in Atlanta 
in an effort to expose suspected “graft” 
and corruption in the police depart- 
ment. After thirty days of futile 
probe they reported that they had been 
absolutely unable to secure evidence of 
corrupt practice in any form. 

It was revealed, however, that a ra- 
volting “white slavery” condition ex- 
isted in the city, and that out of many 
transactions they had unearthed, one 
stood glaringly characteristic, in which 
a mother had endeavored to barter her 
15-year-old daughter to a white slaver 
for the sum of $25. The offer was made 
to a Burns detective, posing as a ten- 
derlotn cadet. 

This revelation was made yesterday 
by Marion Jackson to a Constitution 
reporter. Mr. Jackson is president of 
the exeeutive committee of the relig- 
lous movement, and has been a domi- 
nant figure in its successful reform 
enterprises. The investigation by the 
Burns experts was made only a short 
while previous to the war on the re- 
stricted zone made by Chief Beavers. 


Chief Not Aware of Probe. 


The chief, however, was not aware 
of the probe. It was made ostensibly 
for the purpose of exposing probable 
corruption of the police relative to 
practice in the tenderloin which was 
then in existence, 

Although Mr. Jackson did not state 
positively the prime motive for the 
probe, it is himted that if bribery were 
found to have existed, the results 
would have been used as a lever with 
which to launeh a campaign to close 
the tenderloin. 

During the present grand jury in- 
vestigation of the police department. 
Mr. Jackson's reveletion is of singu- 
lar interest. He declares that, tnas- 
much as graft did not exist during 
the days of the tenderloin, it is high- 
ly improbable that the city suffers 
such a condition at this time. Atlan- 
ta’s department, he says, appears to 
be as model and moral as that of any 
metropolis in America. Such also was 
the expression of Chief Beavers, wh? 
told of implicit confidence he placed 
in his men of all ranks.

When the Burns experts undertook 
the task of exposing suspected cor- 
ruption among the police as it re- 
lated to the inmates and resort oper- 
ators of the vice district, the lead- 
ing houses of Manhattan avenue and 
cther “officially regulated” zones were 
tilled with operatives in all manner 
of guises. 

After thirty days’ search, during 
which daily reports were submitted to 
the Men & Religion executive commit- 
tee, their investigation was dropped.

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THE SENATE’S VAUDEVILLE. 


However praiseworthy the purpose, the 
inevitable effect of the senate’s tariff probe 
of itself is to cast each one of its members 
under the suspicion of being a crook at the 
expense of his country’s welfare. That is 
the inescapable inference from the present 
inguiry that is aimed at inquisitorially 
searching to find if any senator has the 
slightest money interest in any one of the 
tariff schedules; the source of his income 
and his far and near relations with anyone 
else admitting to an interest in a tariff 
schedule. 

The tariff affects every part and parcel 
of the economic, industrial, commercial and 
social scheme in this country. Every one 
of the hundreds of manufactured items, 
ranging from a needle to a road roller, is 
affected by. some one schedule. Every farm- 
er, whether he sells an egg or a thorough- 
bred stallion, or grows a blade of grass, a 
turnip or a bale of cotton, has a money in- 
terest in tariff schedules. So far as that is 
concerned you can push tariff interest down 
to the shoulders of the infant in the cradle. 
And yet, pursuing this reduction ad absur- 
dum, the senate proceeds to impale and 
pump each one of its members as to thelr 
“interest” in the pending schedules. Verily, 
if this thing keeps up, only lawyers will be 
eligible to the senate, and Jawyers without 
clients, at that; either they or archangels or 
paupers, who could conceivably have no in- 
terest in a tariff schedule. 

Such is the ridiculous cul de sac into 
which the senate has deliberately led itself. 
Hereafter, we assume, and the assumption 
is a logical one, investment in legitimate 
enterprises is to disqualify men for legisla- 
tive service. The slightest evidences of 
success, thrift or prosperity are to be taken 
as grounds for suspicion of ulterior char- 
acter. The heresy hunters of the old days 
were bewildering and exasperating enough. 
The graft-smellers of the present day are 
infinitely more tiresome and destructive; 
the public wearies of them. The senate’s 
capers are about as productive and non- 
sensical as the militant+«era that preceded 
“reform” in Georgia some years ago. The 
state rang with sinister indictments of 
prominent men, dead and living. It was 
alleged the “interests” had Georgia by the 
‘throat; that they infested the’ legislature 
and twisted statesmen round their fingers. 
Once the “reformers” got in, these gentry 
were to be scourged from the holy of holies. 
The state was to be redeemed from the 
plunderbund. The “reformers” got in, Not 
a thing changed. There was not a scintilla 
of exposure of graft, or loot, or lobbying, as 
had been promised oh a hundred stumps. 

That, as we see it, is going to be the 
chief menace and asset of the senate’s pres- 
ent method of attacking the tariff lobby. It 
is not going to quell any insidious or sin- 
ister interest. It is simply going to put a 
brand on representatives of legitimate in- 
dustry, making - legitimate statements of 
their interest in tariff legislation. And it 
threatens to establish the fool precedent 
that every representative of the people is 
iniquitous until he is proved guiltless. ~ 

It is a pity some more practical and less 
sinuous way of insuring the party’s program 
could not have been chosen, and especially 
is it a pity that the senate has set about 
to prove that it is not made up of an ag- 
gregation of crooks. The senate discredits 
itself by the manner of its inquiry. 


A FAKE WITH NINE LIVES. 

Will Georgia never outlive the OHie 
Taylor fake? 
judicious friend, Collier's We2kly, flounder- 
ing at this late date in the mire, even less 
excusably than the jovial Life, of New York. 
For a month the truth about this miserable 
canard has been shouted to the nation. Yet 
Collier's, in its current issue. editorializes 
with its cool and characteristic finality as 
follows: 


Inder law of Georgia, Ollie 
‘Taylor stands committed to an indus- 
trial schoo] unt!!] he shall have arrived 
at the age of twenty-one. He has al- 
ready served three years. (Jack Rose, 
the reformed New York gambler, in- 
sists that his life was wrecked by the 
bad training, evil influences and incor- 
rigible companions of a reformatory.) 
The father of the boy recently at- 
tempted to secure his release by a 
writ of habeas corpus, but the supreme 
court of Georgia held that it had no 
power under the law to discharge him. 
The press of Georgia, especially The 
Atlanta Constitution, has stood by the 
courts, insisting that the boy of ten 
was a hardened and incorrigible rascal 
when he was committed to the reform- 
atory and resenting any discussion of 
the question as being sentimental. 


Were not our knowledge of Collier’s so 
thorough we should be inclined to fear it 
had fallen into the too common habit of 
ostracising facts. We hate to vex the ear 
of Georgia and the nation with the repeti- 
tion of a tale, told not twice, but many 
times. If the misrepresentation appeared 
in any quarter less prominent we enould 
give it merely the charity of silence. 

Once and for all—Ollie Taylor was not 
sentenced to a reformatory until he should 
have reached his majority. Under one of 
the most beneficent laws in this or any 
other state he was given an indeterminate 
sentence. The theft of a bottle of soda 
water was merely the culmination of a long 
series of overt acts. Under the terms of his 
sentence he can be liberated at any time 
between today and his twenty-first birthday 
that he shall demonstrate his freedom from 
his Inevitable criminal bent and his ability 
to make a good and productive citizen. He 
has not thus far given earnest of that trans- 
formation. To have ignored Ollie’s short- 
coming would have been to practice me- 
dieval penology—it would have condemned 
the boy to proceed neglected through his 
formative years and to become a first-class 
criminal; it would have penalized society in 
Georgia, and it would have placed the state 
in the attitude of maker of criminals. We 
don’t know about the reformatory to which 
the suddenly “reformed” Jack Rose points 
dolefully. We do know that Georgia’s re- 
formatory is every year dragging little 
human derelicts from the breakers of vice 
and crime, and The Constitution has simply 
shown that Ollie Taylor’s sentence to the 
reformatory was the best possible thing 
that could have happened to him. 

We are just beginning to catch the full 
significance of Life’s plaint that it is often 
impossible to overtake the harm done by a 
fake. We lament that Collier’s, usually ac- 
curate, should by its oversight in this case 
weaken the credibility of its efforts in so 
many other splendid directions.

| Gossip Caught in Corridors

Washington, June 4.—(Special.)—Short- 
term enlistménts to induce young men to 
enter the army and secure the training that 
would make them effective fighters in case 
of need is being earnestly discussed by army 
Strategists. 

Representative Julius Kahn, of California, 
who favors this method of creating an army 
reserve, recently shattered one of the illu- 
sions of the anti-militarists by this story: 

“Some people think an army could spring 
up in the night and fight its equal in num- 
bers. Congressman Prince, one of the best 
men in the house, once said to me: 

“*You people are unduly disturbed. There 
is no danger from Japan. Why our people 
could rise up and sweep them into the sea 
with brooms.’ 

“"But they won't fight 
said. ‘They will come here with guns an 
good idea of how to use them.”

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Short-Term Enlistments. 

There is no doubt that many young men 
would enjoy the advantages of a short term 
In the army, but are deterred by the long 
enlistment term required. It takes them out 
of the productive field just at the time When 
they ought to be getting a start. Shorter 
enlistment terms would mean more trained 
soldiers. 

Mr. Kahn favors an army reserve; that is, 
men who have had a short term with the 
colors, and are then subject to call for a 
short term of years after returning to their 
regular work in the industrial world. He 
would approve an enlistment for one or two 
years with the colors and three years in the 
reserves. 

“In this way,” he said, “we would soon 
have a splendid lot of young men with a 
year’s military training subject to call dur- 
ing the three years following the end of 
their service, and who could be relied upon 
to respond to a demand for fighting men in 
an emergency. Besides training soldiers the 
short term enlistments would check deser- 
tions. 

“Many young men enlist in the army on 
account of pique, trouble at home, a love 
affair, or something which disturbs them 
for the moment. Others enlist for the ad- 
venture which they think it will afford, the 
Opportunity to go across the water and see 
different lands and different people, and the 
chances it affords to see a different phase,of 
life. After a short time they may regret 
their action and wish to get out. There is 
thelr four-year enlistment period ahead of 
them with three years in the reserves. It 
looks like a lifetime to a young man and 
he begins to seek a way out by desertion. 
He changes his name and deserts, and is for- 
ever haunted with the fear that he may be 
caught and sent to prison; his life ruined 
by a dishonorable act.” 


Agricultural Science. 

Writing to the department of agriculture 
recently a Kansas farmer said: 

“It is a long road with many stumps in 
it from the days when a man planted his 
crop by the moon, marked his pig according 
to the signs of the Zodiac, and whose old

Getting a Government Job. 

Although the civil service administration 
is under fire from the democrats, most gov- 
ernment jobs are stiil under the civil service 
and will continue to be. 

President Wilson has called for an @€xam- 
ination of fourth-class postmasters whom 
President Taft put under the civil service 
without any examination. This will throw 
open 37,000 small jobs to be filled on a com- 
petitive basis by democrats. 

If the movement to take deputy collec- 
tors of internal revenue from the protection 
ot the civil service is successful, that will 
add a few more positions paying from $1,200 
to $1,600 a year to the patronage list. In 
that event these places will be filled by the 
collectors. 

To secure any government position ex- 
cept those at the very top, which are 
awarded as the big political prizes, it is 
necessary to stand an examination and be 
placed on the eligible Hist. Whenever the 
chief of a bureau needs a new assistant he 
ealls on the civil service commission and 
three persons are certified to him, from 
whom to make a selection. 

As those at the top of the list secure 
places, those at the bottom have their op- 
portunity. 

No one dares assail the civil service if 
honestly administered. It means retaining 
a permanent trained force to carry on the 
various lines of government work. Employ- 
ees are thereby protected in their places 
from the vicissitudes of political changes. 
So the way to secure and hold a govern- 
ment position is to qualify under the civil 


service. 


’ Senator Kern Cured at Asheville. 

In these dispatces a few days ago I told 
of the tuberculosis serum invented by Dr. 
Karl von Ruck, of Asheville, N. C., and the 
highly favorable report on its efficacy made 
by Dr. E. R. Stitt, of the Navy Medical 
school. 

Senator Overman has asked for an in- 
vestigation of the remedy and cited Senator 
Kern, of Indiana, as a patient who was 
cured by it. 

It seems Senator Kern went to Asheville 
in 1906, when he had the disease in its in- 
cipient stages. He remained four and one- 
half months and came away cured of his 
cough and heavier by thirty pounds. Later 
in the year he engaged in a hard speaking 
campaign for vice president, speaking daily, 
but without ill effect. 

Dr. Von Ruck’s cure differs from the 
Friedmann cure as widely as his methods 
differ from those of the Berlin physician. 
He uses a non-virulent serum which is de- 
signed primarily to give immunity. Experi- 
ments on animals are now being made by 
the government with the serum. 


“John Sharp” Would Reform Alphabet. 
Senator John Sharp Williams is fond of 
telling this story of how he tried to reform 


the alphabet. 
When he first came to congress the 


sissippi statesman was assigned to the com- 
mittee on education and labor. That com- 
mittee was not as important then as it is 
now. In fact, it never had a meeting. How 
nearly it came to acting favorably on a 
measure is related below. 

“Representative Blank once introduced a 
simplified spelling bill,” said Mr. Williams. 
“tT got hold of it and as it looked to me 
like a g0o0d opportunity to show that our 
committee was a working committee, I 
wrote a report on it and took it to the 
chairman. 

“My report showed the need of reforming 
the alphabet. I said there is the letter ‘Q’ 
which means nothing unless in combination 
with the letter ‘U,’ which coerces ‘U’ and me 
and all of us. It is a combination in re- 
straint of ‘U." Then take ‘C,’ which some- 
times spells ‘S’ and sometimes ‘K,’ but has 
no standing of its own and is masquerading 
under false colors. Then these is ‘&’' which 
is a delusion and a snare. It means nothing 
and is a patent four-flusher. One never 
uses ‘etc.’ until he has run out of ideas and 
is trying to make people believe he hasn't. 
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WHO KILLED 
GENERAL BRADDOCK? 


Readers are familiar with the fact that 
General Edward Braddock, the commader of 
the British forces in America, was killed 
near Pittsburg, in July, 1755, in the war 
against the French and Indians, but history 
is silent as to by whom. It simply tells us 
that the general, after having had five horses 
shot from under him, was himself pierced by 
a oullet which penetrated his heart. He fell 
on July 9, Iingered until July 13, died at 
treat Meadows and was buried where he 
died, Washington reading the burial service 
over him, 

But who killed General Braddock? The 
story has been told that the deed was done 
by a provincial named Thomas Faweett. The 
general, it is said, had cut down a provincial 
for disobeying orders in sheltering himself 
frem the enemy’s fire, and tne brother, who 
witnessed the act, determined to avenge his 
death, and awaiting the Mmrst opportunity, 
lodged a ball in the body of his overbearing 
commander. 

This statement has been disputed, and 
another account says the general was killed 
by Captain Robert Allison. 

Praddock, in his extreme self-confidence 
and presumption, disregarding the warnings 
of Washington, fell into an ambuscade of 
French and Indians seven miles from Fort 
Duquesne and was mortally wounded, and 
this was followed by the whole army re- 
treating in great disorder, leaving the dead 
and baggage to the mercy of the savage foe. 

Years after the fight there lived in Iredell 
county, North Carolina, James 8S. Allison. He 
is responsible for the following story: When 
he was a small boy his father lived on the 
same farm in North Carolina with his grand- 
father, William Allison. James Allison had 
an elder brother, Robert Allison, who was a 
captain in Braddock’s army, in the advance 
guard. Robert Allison was in several skir- 
mishes with the Indians with Braddock and 


Gene ral Washington. 


When the British 
forces fell into ambuscade in Braddock’s 
campaign, and many of them had been killed, 
especially officers, because they could not 
see the enemy anmiong the trees and bushes, 
nor cefend themselves, and the general would 
not let them retreat, then he, Captain Alli- 
son directed his orderly sergeant to shoot 
Braddock, in order that they might get out 
of the difficulty without any further useless 
sacrifice of life. 

This oftivgg, instead of shooting the gen- 
ernl as he was ordered, shot several horses 
from under him; and when Captain Allison 
saw that he was disobeying: orders, he took 
the gun out of his hands and shot Braddock 
himself. Captain Allison told this story to 
his sister, Agnes Allison, and forbade her to 
make it public at that time, or he would be 
hanged for it. 

Although this story myght cause some 
dqubt, there is no essential improbability in 
the statement, for, it is said that in the 
Mexican war and later in the civil war cases 
often, occurred in which officers purposely 
shot their own men in order to protect the 
lives of the soldiers from useless slaughter. 

In this battle Braddock braved every dan- ? 
ger. His secretary was shot dead; both,his 
English aides were disabled early in the en- 
gagement, leaving Washington alone to dis- 
tribute the orders. “I expected every mo- 
ment,” said one whose eye was on him, “to 
s@e him fall.” He had two horses shot 
under him, and four bullets passed through 
his coat, yet he escaped without a waund. 

“To the public,” said Samuel Davies, a. 
leorned Virginia divine, in the following 
montn, “I point out that heroic youth, Colonel 
Washington, whom I cannoe but hope Provi- 
dence has preserved in so signal a manner 
for some important service to his country.” 

“Who is Mr. Washington?” asked Lord 
Halifax, a-‘few months later. “I know noth- 
ing of him,” he added, “but that they say he 
benaved in Braddock’s action as bravely as if 
he really loved the whistling of bullets.” 

After Braddock was wounded he was with 
difficulty brought off of the field, and borne 
in the train of the fugitives. All the first 
day he was silent; but at night he roused 
himself to say: “Who would have thought 
of it?” On the night of the 12th he roused 
from his lethargy to say: “We shall know 
better how td deal with them another time,” 
and died. His grave may still be seen near 
the national road, about a mile west of Fort 
Necessity. 

The obstinacy of the English general, who 
was not familiar with Indian fighting and 
was too proud to take the advice of Wash- 
ington, brought his death, but whether he 
feil pierced by the bullets of the enemy or 
his cwn men to save their comrades in the 
midst of the slaughter, will never be known.

A Defense of the Oyster. 

Dr. Carl L. Alsberg, in a recent address, 
comes to the defense of the oyster. The new 
chief of the bureau of chemistry thinks the 
prejudice against this silent bivalve which 
is unable to say a word in self-defense, is 
unfair. He says the department of agri- 
culture is going to help the producers of 
wholesome oysters to increase their busi- 
ness: 

“The widespread and growing fear that 
the oyster is a source of disease and is not 
a safe food undoubtedly is one of the factors 
that adds to the pressure of the high cost 
of living. Because in very rare cases oysters 
from a bad bed have caused sickness and 
because in many cases local authorities have 
sought to escape responsibility for polluted 
water or milk supply by placing the blame 
upon wholly innocent and silent oysters. The 
people more and more are shunning this 
really valuable food. 

“It follows that as people stop eating 
oysters they eat more meat—possibly more 
expensive meat. And, the more meat is 
eaten, the greater the demand and the high- 
er the price. 

“As a general proposition, it is fair to 
state that people run less risk of contracting 
typhoid fever from oysters than they do 
from drinking raw milk, or the water sup- 
plied in many communities. The gréat bulk 
of the oysters sold are wholesome. The 


+ number of oyster beds where pollution is 


even possible is relatively small. I could 
wish that the number of dangerous sources 
of milk supply was as small and the per- 
centage of pure wholesome milk as great as 
the proportion of wholesome, safe oysters 
that reach our tables. Although I cannot 
give the oyster an absolutely clean bill of 
health, I can say that the prejudice against 
them is out of all proportion. 

“Every pound of food taken from the 
sea relieves the land of producing a corre« 
sponding amount of meat and so releases so 
many acres for the production of grain and 
fruit. Every pound of food produced on 
land uses up some of our soil fertility. 
Sea food is a net gain to the land and, more- 
over, furnishes fertilizer to the land and 
directly enriches the soil.”

Upson county, Georgia, is thé straw that 
shows the way the wind blows. Warden 
Crawley puts point to the situation when he 
Says: “Mean wardens make mean men.” 
The tendency to employ hard men to work 
convicts, he characterizes “a great mis- 
take.,”’ Hers is Upson county’s method: “I 
have as'‘little trouble with my convicts as 
any warden in the gtate, no escapes, nor at- 
teinpts to escape, and as good discipline, if 
not better, as can be found in any road 
camp in Georgia. I use no chains, no shet- 
guns, no guard, other than a foreman with 
each crew. I make the convicts feel as if 
they had my implicit confidence. They In 
turn are anxious to please me, taking an 
especial interest in their work ag the surest 
means to this end. I rarely have to-use the 
lash. When they knowingly violate some 
rule, I whip them, but only with sufficient 
severity to have them appreciate the gravity 
of the offense. My men will get busy with a 
new man and tell him how to conduct him- 
selz; they will watch him and report to me 
wit they think of his reliability. When I, 
get a new man, I put no shackles on him, 
but give him every opportunity to serve out 
his sentence without ever having had them 
on. From my experience, I feel safe in ex- 
pressing the belief that I could take any 
cai:p of negroes in the state and work it up 
to what is being accomplished in Upson 
county.” 

If this is true of one camp, why not use 
the same methods in the other one hundred 
and thirty-one? Why this injustice of one 
hundred and thirty-two different standards 
of discipline? There is a reason. It goes to 
the very bottom of Georgia’s penal system. 
Man, will be fearful of assaying a cure for 
this miserable inequality on the plea that 
the remedy is radical. But extreme evils 
rejnire extreme remedies. Until we can 
standardize the camps and bring them tS 
use the best methods, both in handling men 
and building roads, the county ¢amps will be 
wasied money and a definite menace to the 
state by turning out men made more brutal, 
reckleS8s and mean. '

Traffic Is Dangerous. 

The worst part of the roadway at 
present is near Buckhead and . be- 
tween there and the city, and in places 
the ruts are so badly worn as to make 
traffic dangerous, 

The pavement between Sixth and Fif- 
teenth streets has recently been re- 
surfaced and convicts are now work- 
ing on the road beyond Buckhead that 
extends to the county line. This wor 
leaves the long stretch between Fif- 
teenth street and Buckhead with a 
paving far below that of other sec- 
tions. 

“We realize as well as any one the 
need of a new pavement on the road,” 
said Commissioner W. Tom Winn. when 
asked for a statement Wednesday 
night in regard to the situation, “and 
the commissioners are anxious to rem- 
edy the present status of affairs. [ 
know that the pavement of this road 
which is the main thoroughfare of the 
county is in far worse condition than 
that of many less important roads, ang 
will urge that it be remedied. 

“The roadway is now constructed of 
water-bound macadam, which has been 
olled,” he explained, “and which has 
now been rendered soft and unfit for 
heavy or frequent travel. 

New Pavement Needed, 

“What should be done is to put a 
new pavement on the road, or at least 
to resurface it as was down further 
in, but the question in my mind ls, 
whether or not we are able to do this 
now, with other work we already have 
mapped eut. 

“if we can do no more at present 
than to remedy affairs by rolling and 
patching the roadway and oiling it 
thoroughly, I will urge that this course 
he taken and then next year we can 
give the highway a new pavement, or 
at least a complete resurfacing.” 

Behind the movement for a new pave- 
ment in keeping with the needs of 
Peachtree road are many of the most 
influential citizens and land owners in 
that section They are daily urging 
vpon the commissioners the need for 
action this summer.

BY ELECTRIC STORM 


Griffin, Ga. June 4.—(Specital.)—A 
great amount of damage was done by 
a storm that has just visited this 
county.

RAIN BREAKS DROUTH 
IN SOUTHWEST GEORGIA 


Plentiful Showers in Dougherty 
and Thomas Put Crops in 
Flourishing Condition. 


Albany, Ga. June 4—(Specia..,— 
A wonderful improvement in the con- 
dition of crops in this section of the 
State has taken place within the last 
few days, the result of copious rains 
following a season of dry weather, 
which resulted in cunsiderable damage, 
and was causing a good deal of uneas- 
iness. 

Cotton, which thrives with a mini- 
mum of moisture, had held its own 
during the dry weather, and is now 
srowing at a wonderfully rapid rate. 
The corn crop has improved 50 per 
cent, farmers declare, within the past 
week, and present indications are that 
a fine yield will be made. The acre- 
age in corn is believed to have been 
considerably increased over last year 
in his section of the state.

REJOINDER OF JAPAN 
DELIVERED 10 BRYAN 


It Invites Further Discussion of 
Controverted Points in the 


Webb Anti-Alien Law. 


Washington, June 4.—Japan’s re- 
joinder to the United States’ reply 
to her protest against the California 
anti-alien land law, delivered per- 
sonilly by Ambassador Chinda to Sec- 
retary Bryan late today, sets out why 
tr.e Vokio government continues to 
regerd the Webb law ag discriminatory 
against Japanese in derogation of the 
qualities of treatment préscribed by 
international law, and a violation of 
the treaty of 1911. 

Nothing in the nature of an ultima- 
tum is contained in the note. Its 
general tone is to invite further dis- 
cussion of the controverted points, and 
it contains nothing tending to make 
up a final issue. Secretary Bryan and 
the ambassador agreed that no details 
should be made public. 

The Japanese note was very long 
and of its nature entirely argumenta- 
tive. Secretary Bryan and AmbDassa- 
dor Chinda were in accord that no 
zood purpose could be served at this 
time by a public discussion of the 
delicate question and therefore both 
officials gave notice that any attempt 
to publish what might purport to be 
even the substance of the three com- 
munications which now have have 
passed between the two governments 
must be based entirely upon specula- 
tion. It is known, however, that the 
whole tone of the rejoinder today is 
that of a dignified and orderly pre- 
sentation of Japan’s view on the case, 
concluding with an invitation to fur- 
ther negotiations.
